LONDON,  March  34.— "North  of  Peronne/*  says  the 
official  statement  tonight  from  Headquarters  of  the  British 
-Army  in  FVance,  "enemy  attacks  were  directed  with  the 
greatest  violence  against  the  line  of  the  river  Tortille  (a 
tributary  of  the  Somme).  Our  troops  on  this  portion  of 
the  battie  front  have  been  withdrawn  and  are  fighting  ori^ 
new  positions. 

;"Pi<rther  north  repeated  assaults  by  large  bodies  of 
Gennan  infantry  have  been  repulsed  with  heavy  losses  to 
the  enemy. 

"In  this  fighting  |he  X  7th  and  40th  divisions  greatly 
distinguished  themselves,  beating  off  many  hostile  attacks."

•  BERLIN,  March  24. — -Paris  has  been  bombarded  by 
German-  l6n^  distance  guns,  according  to  the  official  state- 
ment issued  tonight.  The  statement  adds  that  the  British, 
in  thaV'r^ft-eflteent^arc'burning  French  towiis  an  villages 
and  th^aroctWeen  fhi^.tS^ftftme  and  the  Ofse  the  (Jimians 
are  still  ^oing  forward.  Enormous  qUlntitie's  of  booty 
hay^ 'been  taken  by  the  Germans  according  to  the  state- 
ment, which  re^ds  as  follows: 

"Betweea  the  Somme  and  the  Oise  our  troops  are  fight- 
ing thpir'  way  forward.  Chauny  has  been  taken.  Our 
booty  in  war  material  is  enormous.  The  British  in  their 
retirement  are  burning  French  towns  and  villages.      ' 

"We  have  bombarded  the  fortress  of  Paris  with  long 
distance  guns. 

"A  gigantic  struggle  is  taking  place  for  Bapaume.  A 
battle  is  in  progress  on  the  Transloy^ombles-Maurepas

'The  Somme  has-  been  crossed  at  many  points  in  our 
attack  between  Peronne  and  Ham."

Victory  Claimed 

Victory  in  the  battle  which  has 
been  raging  near  Monchy,  Cam- 
tirai,  St.  Quentin'and  La  Fere  is 
claimed  for  the  German  army  in 
today's  headquarters  statement. 
The  third  and  fourth  armies  and 
part  of  Franco-American  rc- 
;serves  which  had  been  brought 
up  are  declared  to  have  beien 
beaten  and  to  have  been  repulsed 
\vit4t  the  heaviest  losses  on  tVm 
line  from  Bapaume  to  Boucha- 
vesnes  and  behind  the  Somme 
between  Peronne  and  Ham,  as 
well  as  at  Chauny.

"Western  War  Theatre:  The 
battle  near  Monchy.

The  third  and  fourth 
armies  and  portions  of  Franco- 
American  reserves  who  had  been 
brought  up  were  beaten,  and  on 
the  line  of  Bapaume-Boucha- 
vesnes  ind  <>ehind  the  Somme 
petween  Peronne  and  Ham,  as 
well  as  at  Chauny,  were  repulsed 
with  the  heaviest  losses. 

"The  army  of  General  von 
Below  took  by  storm  Monchy 
heights  and  south  thereof  carried 
forward  the  attack  in  a  westerly 
direction  beyond  Wancourt  and 
Henin.  It  is  now  engaged  in  a 
fight  northwest  of  Bapaume  for 
the  third  army  positions.

"In  ceaseless  pursuit,  the  corps 
of  Generals  von  Luettwitz  and 
von  Cetinge  have  reached  the 
Somme.  Ham  fell  after  a  des- 
perate fight  into  the  hands  of  our 
victorious  troops.  British  re- 
serves who  were  thrown  against 
them  in  a  desperate  attack  sus- 
tained sanguinary  losses. 

"The  corps  of  Generals  von 
Webem  and  von  Conte  and  the 
troops  of  General  von  Geyl,  after 
a  fierce  ba|tle,  crossed  the 
Croxat  canal.  French,  English 
and  American  regiments  which 
had  been  brought  up  from  the 
southwest  for  a  counter-  attack 
were  thrown  back  on  Chauny  in 
a  southwesterly  direction. 

"For  the  achievement  of  a  for- 
midable success  the  troops  of  all 
the  German  races  exerted  their 
utmost:  the  attacking  spirit  of 
the  infantry  could  not  be  ex- 
ceeded- It  has  shown  whbt  Ger- 
man bravery  can  accomplish.

Agency.) — Reuter's  correspondent  at  British  headquarters 
in  France,  in  a  message  today  states: 

"The  enemy  is  now  throwing  his  last  ounce  of  weight 
and  resource  into  the  struggle.  Upon  the  course  of  the 
immediate  future  hangs  the  issue  of  the  war.  A  captured 
airman  stated: 

"  'This  offensive  is  the  result  of  desperation.  We  must 
have  peace  quickly  now.'  « 

"Our  troops  throughout  the  23rd  and  24th  were  very 
hard  pressed  by  the  endless  on-rolling  legions  through 
whose  weary  ranks  fresh  divisions  were  being  continually 
poured. 

"The  magnificent  defence  which  the  slowly  retreating' 
British  line  has  thus  far  made  assuredly  constitutes  one  of 
the  greatest  epics  in  history. 

Unbroken  confidence 

"I  find  at  the  Headquarters  today  unbroken  confidence 
and  satisfaction  with  the  change  of  position  during  Satur- 
day aifternoon.  In  the  region  of  Ham,  things  looked  ugly 
when  the  enemy  outflanked  us  and  his  cavalry  poured  out 
in  an  extended  enveloping  movement.  But  vigorous 
counter-attacks  drove  the  enemy  back  and  restored  our 
positions. 

"When  reading  German  claims,  remember  the  extent 
of  the  battle  front,  the  enemy's  unforgettable  concentra- 
tion of  guns,  which  is  the  greatest  ever,  a  vast  hetacomb 
marking  the  wake  of  his  advance.  The  French  troops  on 
our  right,  after  the  lengthy  rest,  are  at  the  top  of  their 
dashing  morale.

54  ENEMY  AIRPLANES 
ARE  BROUGHT  DOWN 


British  Accomplish  Useful  Results  Over  Battle- 
ground—Great Fire  Is  Started  During  Bomb- 
ing Raid  on  Mannheim  —  Works  at 
Konz  Are  Attacked  With  Success 


LONDON,  March  24.-~An  official  report  on  the  aerial  operations 
says  that  fifty-four  enemy  airplanes  have  "been  brought  down.  The 
text  of  the  statement  reads ; 

"The  enemy's  low  flyhig  airplanes  were  most  persistent  in  their 
attacks  on  our  infantry  in  the  forward  areas.  Many  of  these 
machines  were  atUcked  and  brought  down  \>y  our  pilots.  A  total 
of  twenty-nine  hostile  machines  were  brought  down  and  twenty-five 
others  were  driven  down  out  of  control.  Two  enemy  balloons  also 
were  destroyed.     Nine  of  our  machines  are  missing. 

"Our  machines  on  Saturday  carried  out  another  most  successful 
raid  on  factories  in  Mannheim.  Nearly  one  and  a  half  tons  of  bombs 
were  dropped,  and  bursts  were  seen  on  a  soda  factory,  the  railway 
and  docks. 

Inunensc  Conflagrttion 

"Several  fires  were  sUrted,  one  of  which  was  of  great  size,  the 
flames  reaching  to  a  height  of  aoo  feet  and  the  smoke  to  5,000  feet. 
The  conflagration  was  visible  for  a  distance  of  thirty-five  miles. 

"The  weather  on  Saturday  again  favored  operations,  and  our  air- 
planes were  constantly  employed  in  reconnoiteringf  positions  of 
troops,  in  photographing,  in  bombing,  and  reporting  suitable  targets 
for  our  artillery.  Many  thousands  of  rounds  were  nred  by  our  pilots 
from  low  altitudes  on  hostile  troops  massed  in  villages  and  in  the 
open  continuously  throughout  the  day. 

"More' than  fourteen  tons  of  borafcs  were  dropped  on  enemy  bil- 
lets, on  his  high  velocity  guns,  apd  on  railway  stations  in  tfie  battle 


area. 
"I 


Daring  the  night  heavy  bombs  were  dropped  on  an  important 
railway  bridge  and  works  at  Konz,  just  south  of  Treves,  in  Gomany. 
Eight  of  these  bombs  ^  were  clearly  seen  to  be  bursting  among  the 
railway  works. 

Figlit  With  Hoatila  Squadron    . 

"Our  bombing  airplanes  were  attacked  bj  thirty-two  hostile 
machines  and  a  fierce  fight  ensued.  One  of  the  enemy's  atrplanes 
was  brought  down  in  flames  and  another  was  downed  and  fell  in  the 
centre  of  Mannheim.  Five  other  machines  were  driven  down  out 
of  control. 

"Despite  this  severe  combat  and  the  enemy's  heavy  antt-ahncraft 
guns,  all  otir  machines  retamed  except  two. 

"Nearly  two  tons  of  bonrfw  were  dropped  from  low  heights  on  a 
hostile  aiitlrome  sotith  of  Metz.     Six   Inmibs   were   seen   to  burst 
among  the  hangars  and  set  fire  to  some  of  the  liittB  of  the  airdrome. 
All  our  machines  returned. 

"Prom  ni^fall  uotil  early  morning  our  night  flying  squadrons 
bombed  areas  on  the  battle  front  in  which  hoetile. troops  were  con> 
ceatrated,  aa  well  aa  enemy  ammtmition  doflipe  and  lam  guns. 
More  than  fourteen  tons  of  boiabs  were  again  droppeo  by  our 
machines,  two  and  a  half  tons  of  which  were  looted  cm  |be  docks  at 
Brugea.
